ed iii or carried by the m ails of the 
United States, or be delivered by any 
postmaster or letter carrier, when ad­ 
dressed or directed to 
any 
person, 
firm, corporation, or association.

other addressee, at any place or point 
in any state or territory of the United 
States at which it is by the law in 
force in the elate or territory at that 
time unlawful to advertise or solicit 
orders for such liquors, or 
any 
of 
tnem, respectively. 
lf the publisher of any newspaper 
or other publication or the agent of 
such publisher, or if any dealer in 
such liquors or his agent, ehall know­ 
ingly deposit or cause to be deposited, 
or shall knowingly send or cause to 
be sent, anything to be conveyed or 
delivered by mail in violation of the 
provisions of this section, or »shall 
knowingly deliver or cause to be de­ 
livered by mail anything herein forbid­ 
den to be carried by mail, shall be fin­ 
ed not more than $1000, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or 
both;

B E R L IN , via London, July 9.— Signs multiply that the political liberaliza­ 
tion of Germany is impending. 
A week’s important conferences preceding 


the reichstag session brought the situation to a head today. 
Tomorrow Chan­ 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg is expected to make a formal statement and 
there is tense interest in political circles as to the attitude he may show on 
electoral reforms. 
From the central wing to the socialists, all opinion in the reichstag is 


united that a reformed electoral system must be applied in Prussia, if Prus­ 
sia fails to adopt such a plan of its own accord. 
The government's promises of vast changes in electoral districts is con 


sidered only a small installment in payment for the large debt owing the peo­ 
ple by the German government. 
There was a disposition indicated by all 


parties today to demand Prussian reform this fall. 


According to Granden's dispatch, the main objection now held by German 


reformists to the present electoral system is the preponderance of Prussia 
representation in the government.
